I fhall clofe the Scene with fome Obfervati- 
ons of my own, of what may, or may not be 
the Confequence of things in thefe Parts of the 
World ; in which, tho” 1 may pafs for a falfe 
Prophet, and wifh I may be fo indeed, yet I be- 
lieve all Men will concur in this, that my Con- 
je€tures are Rational; and that’s as muchas I 
yet ought to expect.. 

The Author of the Memoirs of Coust Teckely 
has this Obfervation, and which I find true e- 
noughs The Hungarians are good Party-Men, 
and do very well for an Onflaught, a Surprize, 
ora Pikering War, but at Taking &rong Towns, 
or keeping them againff a Regular Enemy, or 
at Pitch’d Battles, they are no-body, compar d 
to the Germans; from whence it was always ap- 
parent, that whenever the Imperial Armies 
came to be but any thing above 15000 Men, the 
Hlungarians could never ftand before them. 

Count Teckely’s Forces were whole and un- 
broken, when the Poles were Beaten at the 
Battle of Barkan; and yer the next day he did 
not think fit to venture-to joyn the Turks, tho: 
2cocoof their bef Troops were left, which, if

The neceffary Inferences 1 make from hence 
are, That the Hungarians are werfe than Mad- 
men, it as they have taken the Advantage of 
the Emperor in the Ebb of of his Fortunes, to 
harafs and over-run the Country, and beat 
him out of -the Poffeffion, they do not by all 
poffible means fecure them‘elves the Liberties 
they Claim, by a Peace, while that Ebb of his 
Affairs continues: For, as in former times it has 
always been, they niay venture to affure them- 
felves, fhould the Emperor’s Affaics turn upon 
them, fo that he can have leifure to take them 
into Contideration, 25000 Germans would put 
him into a Condition of giving Law to them, 
dad beat them into a State tuo lew to be Treat- 
ed with. 

And that this may be part of the Reafon, 
why the Emperor is the eafier prevail'd with, 
to flight zheir prefent Willingnels to Comply, 
feems very probable; for that fince the Battle 
at.Blenbeim, he has a fairer Profpett of redu- 
cing them by Force, than he had before ;.and 
therefore the Aungarizns {eem’d to flip their 


Opportunity, when they flighted the Propofals 


made before the Emperor in his turn, think- 
ing himfelf in a Condition to flight theirs now. 

If any Man (hall tell me that this is not pro- 
bable, and the Emperor’s Condition is not re- 
trievable ; 1 muft An{wer freely, I think thata 
Miftake ; there are feveral Accidents which are 
pot at all Improbable ; and if any one of them 
happen, the Emperor may be an Over-match 
for the Prince Regocifi. 

A Campaign but half fo Succefsful as the laft, 
half fuch a Battle as that at Blenbeim; a turn of 
Affairs in Jtaly, a Settlement in Bavaria, or a 
Peace in the North: Any of thefe would 
give the Empire fo much Breath, and fpare him 
§ many Troops, as that he would be far from 
feeking a Treaty with them. 

If this be the real Cafe, it muft be the Inte- 
geft of the Axngarians, to agree with the Ad- 
werfary quickly; it is the only Policy they have 
to make ufe of, to obtain the Settlement of their 
Religion and Civil Rights, and clofe the Scene 
if they can. 

By this they will Demonftrate the Sincerity 
of their Defigns, that they took Arms not for 
the Pretences of Liberty, but for the real Pur- 
chafe; by this they will fecure that Peace and 
Biberty, that can only juftify their appearing 
in Arms. 

Bf they do not, J fhill be ftill the opter to 


believe tliere are but few Proteftants in the Cone 
cern 5 for certainly the Proteftant Religion 
would open their Eyes, to fee that they are 
Fighting againft the Proteftant Intereft ot Eu- 
rope, and opghe to continue doing fo no longer 
than meer Neceflity obliges them, for the fecu- 
i of their pia 
ay, it will appear now, paft all poffibili 

of Contradi¢tion, wh ee Tehaey cs a 
the Foot of Right and Religion, or no ; for now 
they have two Proteftant Mediators ; and if they 
infift u Articles, that thofe Mediators find 
inconfiftent with the Demand of Religion and 
Right, Thope all the World will fe the mean- 
ing of it. 

There can be nothing ask’d by the Hungarians, 
which they have a Right to Demand, but the 


Mediators will become Interceflors with his Im- 


perial Majefty to Grant ; and their Principles 
have now more than Ordinary Influence on the 
Emperor, to Oblige him to Grant it ; but what 
they will do, as to giving Prince Ragoclfi new 
Dominions, and makirg him Prince or Wayvode 
of Trunfylvanis, 1 can lay nothing to, and do 
not believe they will Concern themfelves in it : 
Nor indeed can J fee any Reafon why they 
fhou’d ; and if the Treaty muft break off, with- 
out that Article be Granted, / am forry for sheir 
Heads, that cannot fee that this is an Article 
very Remote from the Pretences made ule of 
in this War; and all I can fay for the Proteftants 
in this Cafe, is, They ought to make Peace 
a him 3 and if they can’t, 1 am forry for 
Thus the prefent Treaty has brought the Af: 
fairs of Hungary to a Crifis; and it will be feen 
whether the French Influence has not all aton 
too.much Govern’d their Councils. . 
There is no Queftion but an Honovrable 
Peace Sa now be obtain’d by the Powerful Me- 
diation of England and Hollind, and fufficient 
fecurity had for its Continuance, which has been 
the Objection all along, and which has obftru. 
fted and broken off many a Treaty. f the 
Proteftants flip this Occafion, I can fee no 
probability of their ever gaining the like: and 
mult own, I fhall think, they do not deferve it.
